Shanghai, China. Oct. 23.—The occu- 


pation by revolutionists 
of two more 


important southern cities, .Chang-Sha 
and "Nan-Chang was announced in dis- 
patches which reached tins city early 
today. Chang-Sha is the capital :of i'ie 
province of Hu Nan and Nan Chang is 
the capital of the province of Kiatg 
£«. 
Their capture, therefore, delivers 


into revolutionary hands the local gov- 
ernments of two 
important provinces, 


thereby more than doubling the terri- 
tory in which the rebels are musters. 


Chang-Sha, with 300.000 population, 


is the chief commercial center on Hie 
railroad between Hankow and Canton. 
It is'the seat of Yah Li college, the Chi- 
nese 
extension 
of 
Yale 
university. 


Chang-Sha is 200 miles southwest of 
Hankow, while Nan Chang, with 100.0CO 
population, is correspondingly situated 
200 miles southeast of Hankow.
